OLD WOOLENS. — The • little town of 


Dewberry in Yorkshire, England, is chiefly 
responsible for whatever of merit or d". 
merit attaches to the utilizing of cast-off ol 1 
woolens, which generally passes in England 
by the name of Dewsherry trade. Im- 
mense warehouses are filled with old stock- 
ings, worth $35, to §50 a ton i white fliii- 
nels, worth $50 to $100 ; and carofiily 
assorted black cloth, worth S100 to, $l;iO; 
while all the rubbish, consisting of seams, 
llnseysar.dJnonde'Tcipt.areworthflOtoSlo 
per ton for manufacturing prussiate of pot- 
ash- All the better materials are ground or 
"pulled up" into a loose mass resembling 
the original fibres. Generally speaking, 
this material is far inferior to hew wool, and 
its admixture into almost every species of 
cloths, now extensively practiced, while it 
detracts but little from their appearance, 
has a serious effect upon their durability.— 
The peculiar stitch or bend of the worsted 
fibres in knit work, and the hot water and 
washing to which they are subjected during 
their stocking existence, has the effect of 
producing a permanent elasticity in the pro- 
duct, which no new wool can be fouml to 
equal; and this fact may be of value to 
those who manufacture blankets for print- 
ing presses, and the like permanently eianic 
sheets. By this trade Dewsborry has 'n- 
ra-eased from a little village fri a city of.' 0,- 
000 inhabitants. Garments from all prrts 
of Great Britain, Europe, and even Ameri- 
ca, are there torn up and assorted. 


A CUKIOUS CIBCUMSTAXCE.—APetrified 


Human Body.—Some seven years since, 
says the Elmira Advertiser, Whittinglon 
Sa'yre, a gentleman extensively engaged in , 
the lumber business in that place, and high- 
ly respected by a large circle of acquain- 
tances, went on a visit to a couple of sons 
near Milwaukie, Wisconsin j out shortly 
after arriving there he was taken ill, died 
and was buried in one of the graveyards of 
that city.

:bund to be almost entirely decomposed.— 
Every feature of Mr. Sayre's face was per- 
fectly preserved, and the whole body was 
as hard as the hardest stone. This is a re- 
markable case, and will give rise to some 
speculation among the scientific and curious.

"Kay street House," a small summer hotel, | 
is for sale or to let, Mr. Breeze's stone 
house, on Spring street, Dr. Davi's small 
cottage on Kay street, and Mr. Wolfe's on 
Touro Avenue to close an estate. This, 
does not exceed the average number which ; 
have been for sale in this city for tt-n years 
past. Of houses to let there are forty seven, 
some of them in the city proper, and others 
in the suburbs ; they were mostly construct- 
ed expressly for this purpose, and there 
arc probably a large number for rent whic l 


are not advertised. Last year from Marc j 
1st to July lst,there were upwards of seventy i 
homes rented, and this year the number, 
promises to be even larger.

the fcan of many who have been, or 
hereafter may be alarmed, it the showers ol 
tulphur which arc occasionally mentioned at 
haying, fallen in various parts of the coun- 
try, to be informed, that they are perfectly 
harmless; being nothing more than the 
pollen or blossom of the pine tree which is 
thrown off in spring, at the south in March, 
and at the north, as late as May. It ap< 
pears precisely like sulphur; and although 
some who have tasted it, are pretty sure 
that it is really sulphur, it has little or no 
taste at all. On every clear day in the 
piney region, at the proper season of the 
year, it may be distinctly seen against the 
clear blue sky. It is F o light that it will 
continue to float in the air until it rains, and 
is often carried by the wind him reds of 
miles before a shower occurs, when it comes 
down with the rain, and may be seen float- 
ing upon the Surface of water. This gives 
rise to the notion that a shower of sulphur 
has fallen. 


Mr. Merriam will please take notice of 


this explanation^ it appears he has recently 
received a letter from Georgia, giving an 
account of an earthquake, a thunder storm, 
and a shower of sulphur, which lately oc- 
curred there at the same time. The shower

scription of sulphur will not be likely to 
bum very readily.

Providence Post stating that the project of 
a Rail road from Warren to Fall Biver had 
been revived. 


Before making that road, would it not be 


well to consider the question, whether it 
would not be better to invest the money in 
forming a connection by Hail road, from 
Bristol ferry on the Rhode Island side, lead- 
ing over the Stone Bridge to Fall River ? 
The distance, 9 miles, would be about the 
same, and the travel over it when the road 
from Newport to Bristol ferry should be 
built, would probably be twice, if not three 
times as great, as over a road from 'Warren 
to Fall River direct; and it would serve the 
same purpose, the only difference being that 
it would take about 15 minutes longer from 
Warren to Fall River, than by a direct road 
between the two places. There would be 
one ferry to cross in either case, and the 
road cither way, would cost about the 
same, while the travel would certainly be 
twice as, great over the one as over the 
other.

NICARAGUA^ NEWS—TH$, COSTA RICAX 


VERSION. 


The New York Times has the following 


ntelligence from Nicaragua, quite different 
rom that which was last received, and more 
dansistant with previous and well authenti- 
cated advices: 


'Private letters received in this city yes- 


;erday, give the Costa Hicans version of late 
operations on the ./San Juan River. 


The Costa Ricans aver that the accounts 


of the successes achieved by Col Lockridge 
are without foundation; that particularly at 
Hipps' Point, the Costa Ricans retired in 
perfect order, losing no arms and actually 
suffering no defeat. 


The Costa Rican authorities deny alto- 


gether the report that Castillo had been tak- 
311 by Lockridge, or that the latter had cap- 
tured four hundred rifles. 


The Costa Ricans are confident tfiat with- 


out reinforcements they aiv sufficiently 
itrong to defend San Carlos, at the source 
of the San Juan, against any force that can 
be brought against it. 


A SixGtAR CASE.—On Sunday last Drs. 


Freeman and Perry, of Saratoga, amputat- 
ed the leg of a Mr. Smith, a resident of 
that village. The cause for the amputation 
•was the actual death, of the limb. Mr. S., 
who is a laboring man of industrious and 
temperate habits, some weeks since, while 
walking, was seized with a sudden pain in 
the leg, about half way from the knee to the 
ankle and immediately all sensation or feeling 
below the region of the pain ceased. The look 
and color of the skin, and to the touch, was 
that of a dead body, and all life or anima- 
tion belou", midway from the knee to the 
ankle, was entirely eradicated. The above 
physicians attended the sufferer and used all 
the skill and ingeuity known to the medical 
profession to restore circulation, but to no 
avail. The individual had previously en- 
joyed good health, and the cause for so sud- 
der and singular a result could not be ac- 
counted for. Circumstances of palised or 
paralyzed limbs are a frequent occurrence, 
but that of the death of a limb, -we under, 
stand, was neve* before known to the medi- 
cal faculty. That the limb was actually dead 
is shown'from the fact that decomposition 
had set in,aid it was found necessary to 
amputate the l.mb to prevent mortification. 
The leg was takeii off above the knee.— 
Albany Argus.
